“EAT SPARROWS,” SAYS 
FEDERAL BIOLOGIST 


Tiny Birds Likened to Quail on 
Toast and Directions Are 


Given for Preparing Them. 


WASHINGTON, slay 8.—The way to 
get rid of the English sparrow is to 
eat him. That is the conclusion of. N. 
E. D. Dearborn, expert biologist of the 
Department of Agriculture. Here is the 
recommendation of how to abate the 
pest: 

“Eat sparrows. When boned, broiled, 
buttered and served on toast, they are 
as fine as quail.’’ 

In specifying methods of preparation 
for the kitchen, the bulletin gives the 
following directions for dressing the tiny 
culprits: 

“Cut off the legs, the wings at the out- 
er joint and the neck close. to the body, 
strip off the skin, beginning at the neck; 
make a cut through"the body wall bone 
till the ribs are ‘severed, then around 
between the legs to the tail and remove 
the viscera. Sparrows may be cooked 
by any one of the methods employed for 
reed bird and quail.”’ 

The buHetin gives no directions as to 
how to catch sparrows.

The wit- 
ness said Mrs. James acted as if ex- 
tremely nervous, saying to Mrs. Alcorn 
that she believed her health had been 
impaired. 

Precautions Against Suicide, 

Policeman MeComish told of his pre- 
cautions after the shooting to prevent 
Mrs. James from trying to kill herself. 
He said he removed all the bottles and 
the shelves from the medicine cabinet 
before permitting her to go into her 
bathroom to change her clothes after 
her arrest. 
Judge Taylor has given. no specific 
reason for excluding Mrs. James’ baby 
from the courtroom. 

irs. James’ attorneys thus far have 
raace no pfotest against the order ex- 
cluding the baby. 

Throughout the greater portion of 
Wednesday’s session Mrs, James kept her 
eves turned toward the floor, and it 
“was apparent the strain was beginning 
te tell on her. 


“Tried to Throw Self Downstairs.” 

An effort to show that Mrs. James 
was in a suicidal frame of mind after 
killing her husband was made by the 
State in its examination of Policeman 
Edward A. McComish, who accompanied 
Mrs. James back to the Lexington ave- 
nue flat after she had run to the home 
of her brother-in-law, Dr.,Alcorn, and 
told of the killing. 

“After we got to her home, Mrs. James 
tried to throw herself down the stairs— 
well, I won't say that, either. Maybe 
she tripped,” said McComish. ‘The only 
light. we had was a candle, and TI 
couldn't see very well.”’ 

McComish Said he watched Mrs. 
James very closely because her mother- 
in-law, Mrs. Fronie James, told him that 
when she arrived at the Alcorn home 
she asked for a revolver. 

Before permitting Mrs. James to go 
into the bathroom to dress, McComish 
said, he removed all the bottles and the 
shelves from the medicine cabinet. 

“Dr. Alcorn told me that she had tried 
to get to the drugs in his medicine chest 
and I didn’t want to take any chances,” 
he said. 

McComish told of being called to the 
Alcorn home. He found Mrs. James ly- 
ing across a bed. Over her night dress 
she wore a long black coat. She also 
had on stockings and an old pair 
house slippers. 

Wouldn’t Talk to Policeman . 

‘“T asked her what was the matter; but 
she wouldn't answer me,” said Me- 
Comish. “I took hold of her arm and 
she jerked away from me and threw 
herself back on the bed. I“again asked 
her what she had done, but she wouldn't 
talk. I told her I would have to take 
her to the station.

“Yhis is a penitentiary offense,’ the 
Court told the trustees. ‘“‘Do you want 
this man punished?”

Dur- 
ing our investigation we were struck 
with the leniency with which the 
majority of these cares were treated 
hy the courts and the Prosecuting Ate 
torney’s office, many being dismtfssed 
on payment of costs which usually 
e.mounted to less than $10 and never 
exceeded $25. We were also impressed 
with the surreness of convictious 
where the cases were tried.

Inspector any violations they find gf the 
child labor, women’s nine-hour or bdther 
laws. Where no law is being specifically 
violated but where the condifions tn ue 
store or factory are not satisfactory to 
women, they will endeavor to impress 
upon the proprietors the advantages to 
them of complying with the standards 
set by the Consumers’ League. 

The Consumers’ League has ‘been in 
existence in St. Louis for some time, 
but not until now has it planned an ex- 
tensive campaign for the betterment of 
werking conditfons in St. Louis and Mis- 
souri. All investigations made by the 
women in the past have been haphazard 
and irregular. This year it is planned 
to have a paid secretary. 

Will See That Law Is Obeyed., 

The league women were instrumental 
in the passage of the Missouri nine- 
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hour law for working women and they 
will make it their business to see that 
the law is enforced. Mrs. W. 8S. Stuyve- 
sant, chairman of the Investigating 
Committee of the league, says that one 
manufacturer told her while the nine- 
hour law was before the General As- 
sembly: 

“You women are giving yourselves a 
lot of trouble for nothing. You get your 
nine-hour law and we will cut our em- 
ployes’ wages to meet it.’’ 

Mrs. Stuyvesant has visited many fac- 
tories and stores in St. Louis and ias’ 
won respectful consideration for the 
league. She compelled one shoe factory 
to put in a dressing room for girls on 
two weeks’ notice and where she could 
not impress the employers with the pur- 
chasing power of the league has report- 
ed them to the factory inspector. 

‘In the shoe factory case,’’ Mrs. Stuy- 
vesant told a Post-Dispatch reporter, ‘‘I 
found that there was no place for the 
girls to change from their street cloth- 
ing to their working habit, but in the 
same big room with many men. I 
learned there was a dressing room on 
that floor of the factory, but that it 
appeared and disappeared. . It had dis- 
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pile of packing boxes. As the boxes 
were needed they were taken down. 


was no more dressing room until they 
got a new pile of boxes.”’ 

Mrs. Stuyvesant said she had found 
that the department store managers are 
the most ready to co-operate with the 
women of the league and that the stores 
are trying to do much for the general 
welfare of their employes. 


Consideration for Drivers, Too. 

Mrs. W. J. McKittrick, second vice- 
president, says the women will give 
much of their time this year trying 
to educate shoppers to have more 
consideration for the workers. She 
says St. Louis women are to be asked 
not to shop after 5 p. m., not to shop 
on Saturday afternoons, not to ask 
for special delivery of parcels ani 
not to leave their Christmas shop- 
ping until the week before Christ- 
mas. They also will try to do some- 
thing for the delivery wagon drivers 
and to this end the following instruc- 
tion has been adopted as a rule of 
the league: 

“If goods are delivered at your 
home after 7 o'clock, complain to: the

Palmer, whose hair is red, was nick- 
named ‘Red’ by little Raymond. ‘“‘Red”’ 
ias a little boy at home of about the 
Same age. He used to be a jockey, and 
he told Raymond many exciting tales of 
his experiences. 

Raymond and “Red,”” both in invalid 
chairs, unable to walk, have been close 
companions for three montks. In the in- 
jured man’s heart the injured boy took 
the place of the little fellow out in Oak- 
land. ‘‘Red’’ is a good singer, and many 
a night he crooned cradle songs to Ray- 
mond. 

“Red” got so that he could walk about 
on crutches, and Tuesday he was dis- 
charged and took a train for Oakland 
to rejoin his family. 

Raymond, who has about three weeks 
more to stay in the hospital, was dis- 
consolate. He could not bear the sepa- 
ration from ‘Red.’’ Hospital attendants 
were deeply affected by the scene at the 
separation of the two chums. ‘“Red’”’ 
promised to write, but Raymond wanted 
him to stay. 

The Rule Is Broken, 

When ‘“‘Champ Clark” was picked up— 
the ambulance driver named him that, 
though he is no houn’ dawg—everybody 
around the hospital said he should be 
given to Raymond. For once the rule 
was broken, and the dog has become 
the companion of the. boy. 

Raymond never heard of Champ Clark, 
sc he insisted that the dog’s name should 
be “IF ritz.’’ He is going to write a let- 
ter to ‘‘Red”’ telling him about the dog.

An indefinte report without recommen- 
dations, but tentatively approving the 
Reber approach with an extension of 
eight miles over the right of way of the 
Denverside Connecting Ratiway, made 
to the House of Delegates Tuesday night 


by Chairman Eilers of the Joint Free 
Bridge Committee, complicates’ the 
bridge approach problem. Delegate 
Mobrstadt made a minority report rec- 
omending the Alton & Mississippi ap- 
proach, and Delegate Scully reported in 
favor of the northeast apprcach. 

The effect of the report will be to refer 
the Reber, northeast, and Alton & Mis- 
sissippi approaches to the Railroads 
Committee of the House for considera- 
tion and a report. Eilers is chairman 
ef this committee. Two members of the 
joint committee—Scully and Eckelmann— 
are also members of the Railroads Com- 
mittee. 

This forecasts another heated debate 
in a committee dominated by the mem- 
bers of the joint committee, and, aecord- 
ing to the rules of the House, the Dill 
may be held in the committee 30 days 
before a report can be demanded. 

Asks More Time for Committee. 

in Eilers’ report he asked that the 
Tvint Committee be given further time 
io negotiate with President Davis of the 
Denverside Connecting Railway  con- 
cerning a proposed agreement by which 
the right of way of the railroad will be 
tured over to the city under a 99-year

tion of two weeks after Delegate Lahiv’s 
reso.tion seeking to discharge the com- 
mittee was lost by a vote of 16 to 8.

GRANT MAUSOLEUM

NEW YORK, May 8.—That the foun- 
dations of Grant’s tomb on Riverside 
Drive have been undermined by water 
and that the magnificent mausoleum is 
in danger of collapse are to be thorough- 
ly investigated by an official commis- 
sion.

CASHIER’S SUIT FOR 
DAMAGES ON TRIAL 


Hugh T. Nixon Attempts 
Prove Malicious Prosecution; 
Formerly of Maryland Hotel. 


The suit of Hugh T. Nixon against 
the Maryland Hotel Co., James H. Mc- 
Tague, its president, Edwin Dunn, man- 
ager,. and the United States Fidelity 
and Guaranty Co., for $20,000 damages, 
alleging malicious prosecution, is on 
trial in Judge Hitchcock’s court.

Nixon and his mother live in Chi- 
eago. He formerly was a member of 
Battery A and members of that organi- 
zation are in court as character wit- 
nesses for him. He is 29 years old.

NEW YORK, May &—The grand jury 
aided by William Dean Embreé of Dis- 
trict Attorney Whitman's staff, today 
began an inquiry into the ‘methods by 
which agents of a New York. corpora- 
Htion called the Pulitzer Publishing Co. 
have recently induced many promifient 


organized a few months ago by Walter 
Pulitzer and has been publishing a 
weekly magazine called Satire. . 
The corporate title selected by Walter 
Pulitzer, for reasons best known to him- 
is identical with that of the Mis- 
souri corporation which. publishes the 
St. Lauis Post-Dispatch, owned by tue 
estate of the late Joseph Pulitzer. 
Neither the World newspaper, the Post- 
Dispatch nor the World family’of Pul- 
itzer, has any connection with Satire or 
the corporation behind it or the affairs 


of Watter Pulitzer. 
L Moye than $25,000 of Pulitzer Publishing 
0. stock has already been purchased by 
persons who believed, as a result of 
their conversations with Satire agents, 
that the World was financially interest- 
ed in the new publication. Some of the 
persons solicited say that a direct and 
positive statement was made that the 
World or the World family of Pulitzers 
was backing the proposition. | 
How They Operated. 
The method commonly employed by 
some of the agents was to cal] up the 


the name of “Mr. Pulitzer,’’ and request- 
ing an interview, Pérsons who supposed 
they: were talking with a gon of the late 
Joseph Pulitzer, .while thinking the re- 
quest a strange one, readily consented 
to an appointment. 

At the hour appointed for the inter- 
view the agent would present himself, 
State that “Mr. Pulitzer’’ had been un- 
expectedly.detained, and then proceed 
to the businesg in hand. The person 
solicited would be told that it was not 
his money that “Mr. Pulitzer” 


as directors and stockholders in his new 
venture. He would be shown a list of 
alleged subscribers to stock containing 
the names of nien of world-wide repute 
in business and in firance. 

Generally, the solicitor left with a 
check varying in size’ from $100 to $5000. 
Those who said they did not care to 
invest, or some of them, were impor- 
tuned to buy as a “personal compliment 
to Mr. Pulitzer.’’ A few who took the 
precaution to call up the World before 
doing business with the representative 
of ‘“‘Mr. Pulitzer’’ saved their money.

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Ir THE TERMINAL IS DISSOLVED. 

With the late Missouri Attorney-General rep- 
resenting the triumphant complainants, the peo- 
ple, in Terminal proceedings subsequent to the 
Supreme Court decision, the Terminal’s option is 
abolition of bridge tolls or dissolution of the 
monopoly combination. 

A fiction under which some part or all of the 
tolls would be preserved and dissolution- avoided 
is impossible unless the Supreme Court recedes 
or there is betrayal of the public’s interest by 
acceptance of less than the decision enjoins. 

Supposing the Terminal Association chooses 
dissolution rather than remission of all tolls; 
what then? 

To preserve the arbitrary at the price of dis- 

solution, however, will be to pay heavily for it. 
It means the loss of advantages other than those 
accruing from tolls, and undoubtedly the loss of 
the tolls themselves besides. assume a redis- 
tribution of interests that will assign the Mer- 
chants’ Bridge to one group of railroads now in 
the Terminal merger, the Eads Bridge to another 
group, the Wiggins Ferry to another group and 
the Union Station to still another group. Among 
these several groups of rival roads how can con- 
cert of action be maintained for enforcing uni- 
form tolls? 
“Any interest on the part of one group in the 
disjointed Terminal property assigned to another 
group is strictly forbidden. Attempts through 
agreements, coercive tactics or other devices to 
evade the prohibition on any community of inter- 
est or joint action is also forbidden. 

The competition certain to develop among these 
groups would be a powerful safeguard against any 
Jong-continued effort for keeping up the collec- 
tion of the arbitrary. Competition, however, is 
by no means the people’s only safeguard. The 
‘Supreme Court specifically gave the Interstate 
Commerce Commission jurisdiction over Terminal 
charges. 

The public has a third safeguard against a dis- 
solution planned to accomplish results prejudicial 
to the public interest: A few months’ energetic 
work would make the free bridge ready for the 
use of a service without tolls, to which other 
service would be compelled to conform, 
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“The United Railways will, of course, keep on 
appealing mill-tax suits at the drop of the hat. 
It po8tpones the evil day when the tax will have 


to be paid.

WASHINGTON, May %.—The Senate 
and House Conference Committees have 
finally agreed on a new pension bill, and 
the measure will be passed. It will add 
about $25,000,000 to the yearly expenses 
of the Government. 

The House agreed to the conference 
report on the bill several days ago. In 
the Senate Senator McCumber, chairman 
of the Senate Committee on Pensions, 
submitted the report on the compromise 
bill which was promptly agreed to yes- 
terday. The maximum rate allowed is 
$30 a month, the minimum service to en- 
title a soldier to its benefits is 90 days. 

Rates for Service. 

The following are the rates given for 
the various terms of service: 

That any person who served 9 days 
or more in the military or naval service 
of the United States during the late 
Civil War, who has been honorably dis- 
charged therefrom, and who has reached 
the age of 62 years or over, snall, upon 
making proof of such facts, according to 
such rules and regulations as the Secre- 
tary of the Interior may provide, be 
placed upon the pension roll and be 
entitled to receive a pension as follows: 

In case such person has reached the 
age of 62 years and served 90 days, $13 
per month; six months, $13.50 per month; 
one year, $14 per month: one and a 
half years, $14.50 per month; two years, 
#15 per month; three years or over, 
$16 per month. 

In case such person has reached the 
age of 66 years and served 90 days, $15 
per month; six months, $15.50 per month: 
one year, $16 per month; one and 4ne- 
half years, $16.50 per month; two years, 
$17 per month; two and one-Half years, 
$18 per month; three years or over, $19 
per month. 

Maximum of $30 Per Month. 

In case such person has reached the 
age of 70 years and served 9 days, $18 
per month; six months, $19 per month; 
one year, $20 per month; one and a half 
years, $21.50 per month; two years, $23 
per month; two and a half years, $%4 
per month; three years or over, $25 per 
month. 

In case such person has reached the 
age of 75 years and served 90 days, $24 
per month; six months, $22.50 per month; 
one year, $24 per month; one and one- 
half years, $27 per month; two years or 
over, $30 per month. 

That any person who served in the 
military or naval] service of the United 
States during the Civil War and re- 
ceived an honorable discharge and who 
was wounded in battle or in line of duty 
and is now unfit for manual labor by 
reason thereof, or who from disease or 
other causes incurred in line of duty 
resulting in his disability is now unable 
to perform manual labor, shall be paid 
the maximum pension under this act, to- 
wit, $30 per month, without regard to 
length of service| or age.

If Local Olympic Committee 
Fails to Collect the Sum 
Named, This City May Not 
Be Represented in the In- 
ternational Contests at 
Stockholm, Sweden. 





LYMPIC games subcommittees all 
over the country are looking 
askance at the subscription slips 

which they have for weeks been 
vainly trying to fill. With but a few 
weeks remaining until the Finland sails 
for Stockholm, Sweden, with its cargo 
of the country’s—and we hope the 
world’s—best athletes, the total subscrip- 
tion is less than one-fourth the needed 
amount, omitting the $30,000 given in- 
dividually by Robert M. Thompson, 
president of the Olympic Committee. 

The least possible sum needed to pro- 
vide for an adequate representation from 
this country is $110,000. To date less than 
$30,000 has been received. 

The National Olympic Committee has 
endeavored to solve the problem of 
financing the expedition by appointing 
subcommittees in various sections of the 
country to raise funds. The local com- 
mittee, in charge of Theodoric R. Bland, 
has been at work several weeks and fol- 
lowing is the result of its solicitations:

The three St. Louis athietes mentioned are 
practically certain of election, if the amount 
subscribed by this district is at al! adequate. 
The recent and past performances of these 
men have been such as to call attention of 
to their merit. Erxleben seems certain 
to be chosen, irrespective of the contribu- 
tions of followers. His cefeat of Forshaw 
and Hatch in good time under anything but 
ideal road conditions, finishing the race 
laughing and unextended, stamps him as one 
of the great runners of the 25-mile distance.

|LORIMER FOES SEEK 
TO FORCE TEST VOTE 


Minority Objects to Delay of Ma- 
jority in Filing Its Report and 


Wants to Act at Once. 


WASHINGTON, May  8.—Minority 
members of the special committee that 
conducted the sécond investigation of 
the Lorimer. case, disappointed at the 
delay of the majority in submitting its 
report favoring the acensed Illinois 
Senator, are expected to request per- 
mission to file their views. This may 
force a test vote, indicating the friends 
and enemies of Lorimer. 

Senator Dillingham for more than a 
month has been preparing the majority 
report, exOnerating Lorimer. He has 
declared the task to be one of great dif- 
ficulty, and: said that 100,000 pages of 
testimony must be digested before the 
facts can be succinctly brought for- 
ward. Senators Kenyon, Kern and Lea 
have arranged a report pronouncing 
Lorimer guilty of having been elected by 
bribere and insisting that his seat 
should be declared vacant. They have 
reached a conclusion that the majority 
report is being purposely withheld by 
the friends of Lorimer, in order to make 
final action impossible at this session. 
These Senators will ask permission to 
submit the minority views, so they may 
become the basis for discussion and ac- 
tion. 

It is without precedent in the Senate 
that thé minority viéws, which do not 
techhically cénstitute a report, are pre- 
sented before the mafority have. given 
their opinions.* The minority always 
answer the majority.
